The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 25 May 201 1 has been 
considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 2, 4-12, 16, and 18-26 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fail to disclose or suggest with sufficient specificity a 
fluorophosphates glass consisting of Ba(P0 3 ) 2 , ALP0 3 ) 2 , BaF 2 +RFx, where RFx consists 
of CaF 2 , MgF 2 , PbF 2 and BiF 3 , and a dopant as recited in the instant claims. 

The newly submitted IDS cites an article titled Optical and Lasing Properties of 
Fluorophosphate Glass by Stokowski et al. fails to disclose the glass composition as 
recited in the instant claims. The cited art recites a glass composition that includes 
additional components that are not part of the instant claims, specifically, NaF and SrF 2 .
